worse than poor, when they leare-tMs 
world. It ti certainly a pitiful phase 
of sinful human nature when tach a* 
Ahab deslr* alio a poor-roan'* aU and 
act Hfce a spoiled child when they can- 
not get It. He waa heary and dla- 
pleased when reproved by the Lord 
for compromising with Ben-hadad. and 
now he Is the same because he cannot 
have Naboth's vineyard, and he went 
to bed, turned away hla face and 
would not e*t <xx, 43; iii, 1-4). Many 
a man In Naboth's place would have 
been afraid to displease such a one as 
Ahab, bnt Naboth feared the Lord and 
eTtdently remembered that the land 
was Hfa and was not to pan from 
tribe to tribe (Lev. xxv, 23; Num. 
nrvl, 7), and he t would rather dli- 
plcaae Ahab at any'cost than diipleose 
the Lord. Such whole hearted people 
for God are greatly needed—those who 
will never bow, to any, howerer 
mighty, If thus they can glorify God, 
The fear of man always brlngeth a 
Bnere, We must lire In th* fear of the 
Lord always. 


Jezebel, on teeming whet ailed her 


husband, orged him to remember that 
he was the king, that he should arise 
and eat and be merry and she would 
give him Naboth's Tlneyard (Terse* 
15-7). The people who give what does 
not belong to them, no matter who 
Buffers by It, are still tp be found on 
earth—unscrupulous, proud, selfish, the 
earth Is mine; what right have you on 
It? There are also plenty to do their 
bidding, no matter what It IB, whether 
to oppress and ruin a man or his fam- 
ily or business or even to take a man's 
life, as did these vassals of Jezebel 
(verses 8-14). Some one has said that 
If the servants of Christ were as ready 
to nerve Him as the servants of the 
devil are to serve him many things 
would be different all around. 


It seems to ns strange that the Lord 


should permit the devil to afflict and 
kill His people, but He told His disci- 
ples that they would be'put out of the 
synagogue and even killed for His sake 
and that they muat not be afraid to be 
Wiled (John'ivi, 1, 2; Matt x, 23). In 
the very next chapter we see a faith- 
ful servant of the Lord, Mlcaiah, the 
son of Imlah, put In prison and fed on 
bread end water because he spoke the 
Lord's message and feared no man's 
frown and sought no man's favor (zxll, 
8, 14, 27, 28). The time will come, aft- 
ter tbe church la taken away, when 
the saints then on earth, converts after 
the rapture, the redeemed of Rev. vil, 
the great tribulation saints, shall suf- 
fer terribly at the hands of the Serv- 
ants of tbe devil (Dan. vii, 21, 25; ReT. 
xl!t, 5-8), bnt their victory U seen In 
Rev. iv, while the torment of thon 
who prefer life and the favor of man 
Is seen In Rev. xlv, 9-11.

W. C. ITazleheck, 
secretary and treasurer; Mr. Ed. 
Gims, ilr. Jacob KalyMr. Henry 
Uhl, Jr., and the pastor. 


In order to make room for the 


new building a lot was secured on 
Sixth and "Washington streets, the 
parsonage moved and remodeled 
iit an expense of about $10,000. 


The next important step was to 


arate building for the Sunday 
school and still have it connected 
with the church building, follow- 
ing the architectural ideas laid 
down in the old building and still 
preserving the prominence of the 
old cliurch building in the general 
plans.

While the war rages m Europe we in this 
country should thank God that in this crisis of the world we ha\e a chief executive who is a 
servant of God and who stands with his hand in the hand of God Every minister in the land 
should, every time he offerees prayer, take Woodrow Wilson by the hand and lead him into the 
presence of God, and ask that he be given strength to continue to be the great apostle of peace 
among men."
